law Committee Reports 

A report was received from the 
Law Committee who had awaited 
upon the provincial government | 
Municipal Law Committee. It had} 
Supported the Income Tax for Ed- 
monton and opposed the Service Tax 
and Rental Tax. The committee re- 
ported that they had received valu-| 
able assistance from Fred White! 
and W. G. Johnson, Labor members. 

The committee, composed of! 
President Farmilo, Secretary Me- | 
Cormack and Delegate Latham, who 
had co-operated with the Federated | 
Community Leagues at the request! 
of P. G. Thompson, reported that} 
they had met with th» City Council!

With regard to the fate of the 
Canadian Federation of Labor, the

“Your executive had under con- 
sideration the resolution from Cal- 
gary, referred to them by the gen- 
eral meeting, dealing with re-or- 
ganization of the Alberta Federation 
of Labor. Your executive consider- 
ed this matter from all angles and 
especially from the angle of expen- 
ses to the organized workers in 
comparison to the benefits derived 
therefrom, there is no doubt but 
what it would be in the best interest 
of the various localities if more 
money was available for the Centre! } 
Labor Council for local organizing 
work. 


Would Not Result 

“Your executive do not think that 
this would be the result if the form | 
of organization as outlined in the | 
resolution from Calgary was adopt- 
ed. When the Alberta Federation 
of Tabor was organized, it was 
mainly for the purpose of securing 
legislation in the interests of all the | 
workers of the province and has 
sticceeded to a considerable extent 
along this line. 

“Previously, there was no pro- 
vincial political organization through 
which all the workers could express 
their views, but this can now be 
done through the Canadian Labor 
Party. At present there are only 
two provinces in the Dominion which 
have a Federation of Labor, namely 
New Brunswick and Alberta. It 
was stated in the communication 
from Calgary that the cost of run- 
ning the Federation was aproxim- 
ately $3,000 per annum and the ex- 
penses of delegates of convention if 
100 attended, would be $10,000. 
Every effort should be made to con- 
serve the funds of the various or- 
ganizations and use the money avail- 
able in the best interest of the or- 
ganized labor movement, 

“The need of the Alberta eder- 
ation of Labor is not as great now 
as when it was organized and in 
the opinion of your executive the 
legislative requirements of the in- 
dustrial movement in the province 
could be well taken care of by a pro- 
vinelal executive under the Trades 
and Labor Congress, which would 
result in saving to the organizations 
of all the money that is now ex- 
pended in connection with the Al- 


berta Wederation of Labor, Tho ex- 
pensea of the provincial executive 
Trades
